Spoonfuls of Water. 

Then to change the Rofe Colour into High Green, 
R Oleum Tartar i per deliquium, wafli herewith the infide 
of the Glafs, leaving a tew Drops at the bottom, and 
then pour in the laid Rofe Tinfture, and it will change. 

To make the High Red Black. 

Diflblve half the Bignefs of a Walnut of Sal Armoniack 
in a Glafs of Water, pour all out but Three or Four 
Drops in the Bottom, if the (aid Red be put hereinto, 
it turns as Black as ink. 

To make the Violet Red. 

Walh the Glafs with the Spirit of Vitriol in manner 
aforefaid, and pour therein your Violet Water* 

To make Red Wine Telkw as Sack. 

Steep in White Wine, Brazil Wood 24 Hours, or 
elfe in ordinary Water, till it looketh Red, and pour in 
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the fame tim^ into a Glafs^ waflied with Vinegar, it 
grows prefeotly Yellow. 

To make this Te/hw White. 

R Stytax Cdamita and Benjamin half an Ounce of 
each, Pulverizt n and flec^p ir m Four Ounces of Jqua^^ 
Fit a, of wdich a le\¥ Drops wdl turn the Liquor

Wafhifig with ckat Water ^ to make the Hands and 

Face Black. 

Beat Galls into very fine Powder^ and ftrew it very
